Cliff Stuart Hurt 
In Gas Explosion 


C. L. Stuart, owner and operator 
of Stuart’s Machine Shop in Canal 
Point, suffered severe first and 
second degree burns on his face, 
neck, arms and chest and possible 
eye injury in a gasoline explosion. 
at his shop Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Stuart was welding with an 
acetylene torch and dipped a cup 
into an open’pail which he assumed 
contained water, but instead of 
pouring water on the red hot steel 
to temper it, he poured a cup of 
gasoline which exploded instantly 
together with the 4 gallons of gas 
in the pail. 

The exploding gas, which envel- 
oped Mr. Stuart, also spattered 
on Ray Ursry, a mechanic em- 
ployed in the shop; who was also 
working at a welding job a short 

distance away. Ursry quickly 
brushed out the fire on his own 
clothing and rushed to the rescue 
of Mr. Stuart, smothering the 
flames and ripping off the blaz- 
ing clothes of the stricken man. 

The heat was so. intense that 
Stuart’s célluloid spectacle frames 
were burned off his face and hair 
not covered by his cap was singed 
off. He was rushed to the Evcr- 
glades Memorial Hospital ` for 
emergency. treatment and> 

“taken to West.Palm Beach for 
‘ther examination and treatment 
for his burned eyes. 

Before the accidént occured Mr. 
Stuart was unaware that earlic: 
that morning a negro helper, in 
search of a coptainer for gasoline 
to clean greasy motor parts, had 
emptied the water out of the emer- 
gency fire.protection pail and fili- 
ed it with gasoline, then after 
completing his cleaning job, ie 
helper had returned the‘ pail to its 
regular position in the shop with- 
out emptying the gasoline.
